property during the current period of increasing industrialization in Latin America 


is being undertaken by the Patent, Trademark, and Copyright Foundation of George 

Washington University in Washington, D. C., according to L. James Harris, executive 
director of the Foundation. 


Industrial property consists of creations of the mind, including inventions, 

useful "know-how 11 , technical and ornamental designs, and other products of man’s 
ingenuity. 

In the latest issue of the Foundation’s Journal of Research and Education , 
Harris discusses the new studies which the Foundation has begun in light of the 
emergence of Latin America as a new industrial frontier. 

"Research on the role of industrial property should contribute toward respon¬ 
sible economic development in Latin America with United States cooperation, and 
should be of interest as a guide to private and public policy making," Harris said. 

More specifically, the studies will seek to answer such questions as: What 
is the current U. S. company activity in Latin America with respect to industrial 
property? What U. S, company projects have been undertaken or are planned involving 
future utilization of industrial property in developing Latin America? What U. S. 
government programs have been undertaken or planned? What is the outlook on 
"foreign" (European) competition for Latin American markets? What is the state of 
technical education in Latin America? 


Other interesting articles in the latest issue of the Journal concern "Freedom 
of Competition in the European Economic Community", "Law of German Employee Inven¬ 
tions", and "Speedy Entry of Patented Inventions Into Use". 
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The first educational program leading to a master's degroe in nursing home 
administration to be offered by a university in the United States will get undor- 
way this fall at George Washington University in Washington, D. C., Professor 
Frederick H. Gibbs, coordinator of the new program, announced today. 

Coinciding with a growing national interest in oaro for the aged, the University 
has established a curriculum to allow graduate students to work for a Master of 
Business Administration degree with specialization in the field of nursing home 
administration. 

The University has been engaged in research pertaining to the development of 
curriculum material for programs in nursing home administration since the winter of 
1959-60. As part of an extended research effort directed toward curriculum develop¬ 
ment, the University holds test institutes for nursing home administrators of Wash¬ 
ington, Baltimore and vicinity. Originally this work was undertaken for Montgomery 
County Health Department of Maryland, but it is new supported by a grant from the 
Maryland State Health Department. 

Professor Gibbs, who headed up the original research in Maryland, said many 
nursing homes of the future will need professional managers. Nursing homes and 
facilities for the aged are becoming big business enterprises, involving chains of 
homes of 50 to 150 beds each. And the owners of many of these new establishments 
desire to turn operation of the homes over to professional administrators. Thus the 
need for college-trained administrators is illustrated, Gibbs said. 

A student in the new program will take core courses in business and the admin¬ 
istration of health care facilities, and four highly specialized courses dealing 
with nursing home administration. The subject matter for these four courses has 

been developed using the Maryland-based studies of the past three years as guidelines. 
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The four courses will include a survey of the medical and nursing procedures, 
business procedures, and advanced studies in selected aspects of administration and 
care of nursing homes and homes for the aged. 

Full-time students vdll require 22 months to qualify for a master's degree, with 
the first nine months being devoted to academic work at George Washington University, 
and the last twelve months in residency at a nursing home or other facility for the 
aged under the supervision of qualified administrators. 

Inquiries concerning the new program should be sent to Professor Frederick H. 
Gibbs, coordinator of the Programs in Nursing Home Administration, The George Wash¬ 
ington University, Washington 6, D. C. Professor Gibbs stressed that interested 
students must make application for the program before September 1, 1962, in order to 
be included in the first year of the program.

George Washington University has established the first graduate lovol program 
in nursing home administration in the United States, the University announced today. 

The first class of students will enter the program September 1, Professor 
Frederick H. Gibbs, coordinator of the program, said. It was the research findings 
of Profossor Gibbs during a three-year study of problems of nursing home admini¬ 
stration and facilities for care of tho aged that laid the foundation for the new 
program. 

Professor Gibbs began his research in Maryland in the winter of 1959-60 at the 
request of the Montgomery County Health Department, but his work is now supported by 
a grant from the Maryland State Health Department. 

•'Colloge-trainod administrators will be needod in many nursing homes of the 
future," Professor Gibbs said. He said nursing homes and facilities for the aged 
are becoming big business enterprises, involving chains of homes of 50 to 150 beds 
each, and the owners of many of these new establishments desire to turn operation 
of the homes over to professional administrators. 

The University has developed four graduate courses in nursing home administra¬ 
tion, using the results of the Maryland-based studies as guidelines. Along with 
these highly specialized subjects, a student in the new program will take core 
courses in business and administration of health care facilities. 

The four specialty courses will include a survey of the medical and nursing 

procedures, business procedures, and advanced studies in selected aspects of 
administration and care of nursing homes and homes for the aged.
